A UNITED CHINA AT LAST? 
} 
It begins to look as if a new era were "about 
dawn in China. 
Evacuation of Peking by the 
fanchurians, and its occup ation by the Nation­ 
alists, op ens the way for a new deal for this tre- 
nendous, but feeble, eastern nation. 


Potentially , China is one of the 
greatest 
countries on earth. 
There is a great wealth of 
n aural resources — metals, oil, timber, fertile 
soil; water p ower. 
The p op ulation is amazingly 
numerous — p robably 400,000,000 p eop le, at the 
very least. 
Furthermore, the 
Chinese p eop le 
are intelligent and 
industrious. 
There is no 
natural reason why Chinese cannot take a p lace 
among the great p owers of the world. 


has been so long. 
Let an aggressive, enlight­ 
ened government once take hold of China, re-1 
solved to develop her natural resources and gain 
an equality with other nations, and the sp ectacle 
would be worth watching. 
To be 
sure, it 
may not 
hap p en. 
The 
Nationalist leaders may quarrel among them -j 
selves. 
But if a unified China does emerge, thej 
nations that hold now — by force — sp ecial p riv­ 
ileges may well watch out.

Yet during the last century China has been 
the p rey of every Europ ean nation that cared to 
send a few 
gunboats 
over 
there. 
England, 
France, Russia, 
Germany — all took turns in 
seizing p orts 
and 
setting up their 
own rule. 
Jap an, with less than a sixth of Chinas p op ula­ 
tion, has help ed herself to whatever she wanted, 
restrained in her p lundering solely by a regard 
for the op inions of the other great p owers. 


This has been because of China’s lack of 
unity , as much as any thing. 
Each p rovince has 
been to all intents and p urp oses a sep arate coun­ 
try ; indeed, of recent y ears each city has been 
p retty much a law unto itself. 
The citizens of 
Canton cared not what hap p ened to the p eop le 
of Tientsin; 
the Chinese interior neither new 
nor worried about the dep redation of the for­ 
eigner on the seacoast. 
At times some ruler or 
other would resist foreign encroachment; 
but 
no one ever could muster more than a fraction 
of China’s p otential strength. 


Now, however, the way seems to be clear for 
a more unified, centralized 
government than 
China has enjoy ed since the hey day of the late 
emp ire. 
The last resistance to the Nationalist 
regime has collap sed. 
For the first time the 
Chinese seem to be feeling an emotion akin to 
national p atriotism. 
A tremendous 
op p ortunity 
is 
facing the 
Nationalist leaders. 
If they are wise, able and 
determined enough they can take advantage of 
this new national consciousness and make China 
something other than the “sleep ing giant” she

INSANITY AND MURDER 
(Newcastle Courier) 
No one who remembers the Re­ 
mus case-and who doesn’t?-wil! 
coubt the idiocy of p ermitting a 
jury of twelve lay men to deter­ 
mine the mental resp onsibility 
of one accused of a cap ital of­ 
fense. In this case, as in many 
others that have besmirched re­ 
cent criminal history , the p lea of 
insanity served merely as a hook 
on which to hang an emotional 
denial of justice. 
The Remus case is one of the 
leasons why the National Crime 
Commission is launching an as­ 
sault up on the p revailing 
me­ 
thod of dealing 
with insanity 
p leas in crirqinal courts. It ur­ 
ges all states to adop t 
reforms 
already in force in 
Massachu­ 
setts and Colorado. 
In 
Massachusetts the 
law' 
makes mandatory a mental ex­ 
amination, before trial, of all 
p ersons accused of a cap ital of­ 
fense more than once. State ex­ 
p erts, over whom neither 
the 
p rosecution nor the defense has 
any control, make the examina­ 
tion and the results are admis­ 
sible as evidence in the trial. It 
has stop p ed the discreditable 
p ractice of mental exp erts say ­ 
ing on the witness stand what 
they were p aid to say and 
has 
saved the state costly trials in 
a number of cases. The Colorado 
statute is basically the same. 
Justice should be defeated by 
neither the p rosecution nor the 
defense. Where a human life is 
at stake p ublic op inion considers 
it several degrees more 
rep re­ 
hensible for p ublic 
p rosecutors 
tc buy p erjured exp ert testimony 
than for the defense to manu­ 
facture a case. Certainly there 
is no greater crime than the 
p ay ment of large fees for exp ert 
testimony to p rove 
an insane 
man sane that he may not es­ 
cap e the 
chair or noose. But

by p rosecuting attorney s strivr ; 
for a record.

FIGURES SHOW 431 HURT 


IN SIMILAR ACCIDENT

Indianapolis, Ind., June 
20— 


(U.R)—A total of 188 persons were 
killed and 431 injured at India- 
na's 7,977 unguarded grade cross 
ings during 1927, figures just re- 
leased by the American Road 
Builders' Association revealed. 


Indiana had the fourth high- 


est death toll at grade crossings 
in the United States, the figures 
showed. Ohio had 300 killed, Il- 
linois 205 and New York 193. 


Texas and Ohio are the only 


states having more unprotected 
grade crossings than the Hoos- 
ier State, \he former having 11,- 
771 and the latter 9,673. 


All told, 16,793 persons have 


been killed in grade crossing ac- 
cidents throughout the United 
States since 1920, the 
report 


stated. The year 1927 was mark- 
ed by a noteworthy decrease for 
the first time since 1900. 


In 1927, a total of 2,371 per- 


sons were killed and 6,613 injur- 
ed 
throughout 
the 
Nation. 


Louisiana reported the highest 
death rate with 3.02 fatalities 
for 
each 10,000 
automobiles. 


Mississippi was second with 2.02 
deaths for each 10,000 cars. 


The lowest fatality rate was 


found in Wyoming, where no 
persons were killed and only one 
injured at grade crossings dur- 
ing the year.

A UNITED CHINA AT LAST? 


> It begins to look as if a new era were -about 
) dawn in China. 
Evacuation of Peking by the 


fanchurians, and its occupation by the Nation- 
i!ists, opens the way for a new deal for this tre- 
nondous, but feeble, eastern nation. 


Potentially, 
China is one of the greatest 


countries on earth. There is a great wealth of 
naural resources — metals, oil, timber, fertile 
soil; water power. The population is amazingly 
numerous — probably 400,000,000 people, at the 
very least. 
Furthermore, the 
Chinese people 


are intelligent and industrious. 
There is no 


'[.natural reason why Chinese cannot take a place 
'among the great powers of the world. 


Yet during the last century China has been 


the prey of every European nation that cared to 
send a few gunboats over there. 
England, 


France, Russia, Germany — all took, turns in 
seizing ports and setting up their 
own rule. 


Japan, with less than a sixth of Chinas popula- 
tion, has helped herself to whatever she wanted, 
restrained in her plundering solely by a regard 
for the opinions of the other great powers. 


This has been because of China's lack of 


unity, as much as anything. 
Each province has 


been to all intents and purposes a separate coun- 
try; 
indeed, of recent years each city has been 


pretty much a law unto itself. The citizens of 
Canton cared not what happened to the people 
of Tientsin; the Chinese interior neither new 
nor worried about the depredation of the for- 
eigner on the seacoast. 
At times some ruler or 


other would resist foreign encroachment; 
but 


no one ever could muster more than a fraction 
of China's potential strength. 


Now, however, the way seems to be clear for 


a more unified, centralized government than 
China has enjoyed since the heyday of the late 
empire. 
The last resistance to the Nationalist 


regime has collapsed. 
For the first time the 


Chinese seem to be feeling an emotion akin to 
national patriotism. 


A tremendous opportunity is facing the 


Nationalist leaders. If they are wise, able and 
determined enough they can take advantage of 
this new national consciousness and make China 
something other than the "sleeping giant" she

has been so long. 
Let an aggressive, enlight- 


ened government once take hold of China, re- 
solved to develop her natural resources and gain 
an equality with other nations, and the spectacle 
would be worth watching. 


To be sure, it may not happen. 
The 


Nationalist leaders may quarrel among them-j 
selves. But if a unified China does emerge, the 
nations that hold now — by force'— special priv- 
ileges may well watch out.

INSANITY AND MURDER 


(Newcastle Courier) 


No one who remembers the Re- 


mus case-and who doesn't?-wil! 
coubt the idiocy of permitting a 
jury of twelve laymen to deter- 
mine the mental responsibility 
of one accused of a capital 
of- 


fense. In this case, as in many 
others that have besmirched re- 
cent criminal history, the plea of 
insanity served merely as a hook 
on which to hang an emotional 
denial of justice. 


The Remus case is one of the 


leasons why the National Crime 
Commission is launching an as- 
sault upon the prevailing me- 
thod of dealing with insanity 
pleas in criminal courts. It ur- 
ges all states to adopt reforms 


• already in force in 
Massachu- 


setts and Colorado. 


In 
Massachusetts the 
law 


makes mandatory a mental ex- 
amination, before trial, of all 
persons accused of a capital of- 
fense more than once. State ex- 
perts, over whom neither 
the 


prosecution nor the defense has 
any control, make the examina- 
tion and the results are admis- 
sible as evidence in the trial. It 
has stopped the discreditable 
practice of mental experts say- 
ing on the witness stand what 
they were paid to say and has 
saved the state costly trials in 
a. number of cases. The Colorado 
statute is basically the same. 


Justice should be defeated by 


neither the prosecution nor the 
defense. Where a human life is 
at stake public opinion considers 
it several degrees more 
repre- 


hensible for public prosecutors 
to buy perjured expert testimony 
lhaii for the defense to manu- 
facture a case. Certainly there 
is no greater crime than the 
payment of large fees for expert 


; testimony to prove an insane 


man sane that he may not es- 
cape the chair or noose. But 
that very thing has been don* 
by prosecuting attorneys strivi' ; 
for a record.

The 
old notion of nominating a can- 
didate from the east with a run- 
ning mate from the west, an un- 
determined location, has been 
shattered. The east can think 
just as much of a candidate 
hailing from California as the 
west can think of a candidate 
from east.

territory and scattered popula- 
tion. John Tyler, who was inaug- 
urated president in 1841 was the 
last of the Virginia

ty has broken away from an old
